Washington, February !2.—For the sec- 
ond time this week politics cropped out 
during the discussion of the Indian ap- 
propriation in the house of representa- 
tives. Today Mr. Hamill, of New Jer- 
sey, got the floor for five minutes, pre- 
;Sumably to talk on the bill. 

“My colleage, Mr. Leake, last Mon- 
day, made some remarks derogatory to 
the conduct of Witliam Jennings Bryan,” 
he sald, ang before he could continue, 
‘Mr. Sherman, of New York, arose, and 
said amid general laughter: 

“T must make the point of order that 
this section of the bill does not appro- 
priate for William Jennings Bryan." 

_ There were demands that Mr. Hamill 
he allowed to proceed. 

On condition that Mr. Leake should 
be permited five minutes to reply, t*?, 
permission was accorded. 


Resuming his remarks, Mr. Hamill de- 
clared that the sentiments as expressed 
by Mr. Leake “are not the sentiment I 
entertain or the sentiments that pre- 
vail in Hudson county, which we both 
represent, or which prevail, for that mat- 
ter, throughout the state of New Jer- 


sey. 
Rryan and the Decalogue. 


Mr. Bryan, he said, should not be eriti- 
cized because of his knowledge of the 
decalogue. 

In his opinion it was amazing that Mr. 
Bryan should be openly opposed on the 
floor of the house because he showed 
an acquaintance with the ten command- 
ments. It was refreshing, he said, to find 
a man who not only boasted and pos- 
sessed an acquaintance with the ten 
commandments, “but who hroughout 
the entire course of his public career 
has consisently put the precepts 
of the commandments into practice.” 

Shouts of democratic applause greeted 
Mr. Hamill’s announcement that while 
he agreed with the statement that Mr. 
Bryan's knowledge of the commandments 
would fit him to occupy a Pulpit with 
preeminence, “I can also assure the 
house, reflecting at the same time their 
own knowledge, that the same acquaint- 
ance will enable him to occupy with 
eclat the office of president.” The prin- 
ciples Mr. Bryan espoused. he said, were 
so undeniably sound “that his oppo- 
nents have appropriated many of them 
and made them the popular features of 
their policies.’’ 

If, said Mr. Hamill, it was true, as 
charged by his colleague, that Mr. Bryan 
was engaged in the practice of corralling 
delegates to the Denver convention, !t 
was the very same practice indulged in 
“by the illustrious gentleman whom my 
friends on the other side of the cham- 
ber boast of as their political chieftain.” 

Leake Attacks Bryan. 


All eyes then’ turneg toward Mr. 
Leake, who said, amid republican ap- 
plause, that he had been misunderstood 
and that the Congressional] Record 
would bear him out that he had cast no 
aspersions on “the peerless one.” 

His tone in referring to Mr. Bryan 
was so sarcastic that he was again ap- 
plauded by the republicans. Mr. Leake 
said it was his honest opinion that his 
views reflected the gentiment of his dis- 
trict, his state ang the country. There 
were, he said, principles .of the demo- 
cratic party which had been departed 
from since 1896, ‘and yet in this year 
when we see an opportunity of victory 
we are still trusting to the distinguish- 
ed gentleman from Nebraska.” Mr. 
Leake spoke for the doctrines of Thomas 
Jefferson, and reverting to Mr. asryan 
provoked vociferous republican applause 
and general laughter when he said: 

‘“T believe that Mr. Bryan is sincere, 
honest, and I believe that he is truth- 
ful, ang I believe further that he can- 
not represent the principles of democracy 
before the American people. I believe 
that he cannot preach the doctrine of 
home rule in the states. 1 do not be- 
lieve he can preach the doctrine of 
American individuality, for when he 
rises as our leader he is wound around 
by his heresies of free silver, by his doc- 
trine.of governmental ownership and 
by his guaranteeing of the bank deposits 
of the United States, and by all those 
other socialistic tendencies.” 

Country Needs Democracy. 


The country; he declared, ‘‘needs de- 
mocracy now—needs the establishment of 
the principles of democracy in our na- 


tional legislation and needs to get away 
from the principles which Mr. Bryan 
stands for.’’ 

Mr. Leake, after asserting that the re 
publicans were a party of expediency 
and the democrats a party of principle, 
said that he had beer accuseg of being 
a republican. He declared that he did 
not believe that the republican party 
was based on sound principles and the 
safety of the country must rest on the 
old, everiasting principles of democracy 
as enunciated by Thomas Jefferson. 

General applause and laughter greeted 
Mr. Leake as he took his seat, ang after 
a momentary silence it broke out with 
increa:g:d vigor. 

John Sharp Williams, leader of the mi- 
nority, brought the colloquy ‘to a climax 
and a close. “I have observed,’’ he said, 
‘that the frisibilities of the other side 
\ Were considerably stirred by the clash 
of two individuals on this side. The re- 
publicans seem to rejoice in the fact that 
there is no rod of iron om the demo- 
cratic side to assure abdsolute unanim- 
ity of opinion. I recognize, as in con- 
trast, that the republicans are generally 
united, notwithstanding the fact that 
now and then when one of them rises, 
he is warned by another of them to get 
out of the way or be run down.”

Pittsburg, Pa., ‘February 12.—Senator 
P. CC. Knox spoke tonight before 
Pittsburg chamber of commerce on “The 
Future of ,Commerce.” 

Senator Knox's Address. 


He said in part: 

“The future volume, stability and ex- 
pansion of American commerce depend 
largely upon the energy and courage of 
the people, upon their confidence that 
their government will not disturb un- 
necessarily the normal] laws affecting 
trade, upon their elief in the govern- 
ment’s efficiency to protect them in their 
rights, and upon its willingness to en- 
ergetically and liberally expand their 
opportunities. 

“No subject of national policy has been 
more distorted by partial views, more 
disfigureg by misapprehension, or more 
dwarfed by the conflict of local interests 
than the governmental work of improv- 
ing our harbors and waterwayS5, and ye} 
upon no other one factor does the fu- 
ture expansion of commerce so largely 
depend. 

“The stage has been reached when 
local jealousies should be cast aside, and 
these limited and partial views enlarged 
to the perception that whatever expen- 
dituro is necessary to bring to its ut- 
most economic capacity every harbor 
capable of commercial utility and every 
river able to furnish a route for indus- 
trial or agricultural products and mate 
rial, is the most remunerative, invest- 
ment that can be made with national 
funds. Old methods may have invested 
these works with local and log-rolling 
characteristics. The true nationa) policy 
is to embark on the creation of an in- 
clusive system of harbors and water- 
ways which shal] be developed to its 
utmost economic possibility. 


Duty of Government. 


“The duty of the government to im- 
its waterways and harbors lis 
made exigent by the great expenditures 
in progress on the Isthmus of Panama, 
Besides the vast general inducement 
for bringing all our harbors and rivers 
to their full economic capacity, the di- 
rect bearing of this work in securing 
to our own people their fair share of 
the benefits from the interoceanic ca- 
nal is so intimate and weighty that it 
cannot be neglected with justice to 
this nation or without discrediting our 
own intelligence and consistency. 
“Will the governmense or this nation, 
through its legislative branches, fix 
upon itself the amazing incongruity 
of spending a certain $300,000,000, and 
a possible $500,000,000 .In digging the 
Panama canal and denying to the sea- 
coast harbors of the United States two 
Or three score millions to enable them 
to enjoy the ful! benefit of the canal? 
Do we wish, while spending that sum 
outside the United States, to withhold 
Or even stint the probaole $200,000,000 


the 


or possible $300,000,000 that will at 
once secure to the canal the vast traf- 
fic of the Mississippi basin, and give 
to half our population the due return 
from their contribution to that work? 
T cannot belleve that, with its true’ na- 
ture comprehended, congress can per- 
petrate that logical impossibility. 

“It is time to lay aside not only 
local selfishness and gegectional jealous- 
ies, but narrow views of the limita- 
tion and delay of improvements on ac- 
count of an erroneous conception of 
economy for the realization of the vast 
gain from a waterway scheme truly 
national in its scope. 

“The relief of the railways by transe- 
ferring a good share of ‘their low-class 
freights t»> the waterways is not ad- 
verse to their permanent prosperity. It 
is a short-sighted notion that they must 
oppose that change. European experi- 
ence has established tthe law that with 
waterways carrying the slow and heavy 
freights, which most congest the rail- 
ways and on which their net return is 
the most narrow, the growth of indus- 
try and population more than compen- 
sates them in the growth of their highe. 
class freight, express, mail and passen-, 
ger traffic. 


Great for the Nation. 


“In all the range of material benee 
fits for this nation there are none of 
such magnificent possibilities more 
certainly attainabie than ‘his.

CHARLES HADEN SPEAKS 
ON FOREST PRESERVATION 


At th? banquet of the Yellow Pine 
Sash, Door and Blind Manufacturers 
of the South at the Piedmont yesterday 
the question of the preservation of the 
forests was an important theme. 

Charles J. Haden had been invited to 
speak on that subject. Mr. Haden and 
his associates are among the largest 
owners of timber land in the south- 
east. 

He said in part: 

The chief benefit of the forestry agitation 
will, no doubt, come in arousing the people to 
@ sense of the value of their timber holdings. 
If once appreciated, the forest will be pro- 
tected. It i# no doubt wise that the govern- 
ment should buy and hold tracts of timber to 
Provide for possibie future timber famines, 
notwithstanding such famines may be. re- 
mote. If the nabit of calling on the federal 
government to build expositions, irrigate des- 
erts, dig canals, own raliroads and expioit 
fresh fields of paternalism ts to continue, the 
raw materiais for these purposes should be 
preserved. The government's need of timber 
for public uses even within the oid conastitu- 
tional bounds is enormous. Warships, forts, 
@rsenals, naval stations, rivers and harbors, 
are great consumers of timber and our coun- 
try could hardly afford to depend upon !m- 
ported materials. Still the governmen: could 
not be expected to buy up enough forest to 
protect the water of the entire Appa- 
lachian watersheds the old 
“Uncle Sam is able 
may be true, it would be rather immodest to 
him to irrigate the donations. 

If the danger of exhausting streams and 
the consequent damage to health is as immi- 
nent as the experts tell us (1 am not sure of 
this), then the states and the federal gov- 
ernment. under the police provisions of their 
respective constitutions, should proceed to 
reguiate the destruction of the forest. This is 
done by ali the Puropean governments. 
“Private rights end where public good be- 
gins," and the individual must yield the 
privilege of vandalizing his private wood- 
Sanda for -the good of the commonwealth. It 
would be a stretch of the police power in our 
republic, but the power itself is Hmited only 
by the exigency. Under 
land owners tn more than one of the Amert- 
can states have been compelled to drain of- 
fensive swamps to protect public health. The 
inevitable result would be to raise the price 
of lumber. If the landed proprietor is re- 
strained from cutting more than a proper 
number of the full-grown trees, then he must 
get a price commensurate with his limited 
and expensively-preduced output. Compared 
with other products, southern lumber has 
never commanded an adequate price. A rise 
in the lumber market would correspondingly 
increase the use of fire-proof building ma- 
terials. The saving in insurance 
time offset the increased cost of using brick. 
stone, cement and siate. Hence in the round-

Senator Puints Out Dangers 
- Of the Republican Measure 


ROOSEVELT ALSO ATTACKED 


Maryland Democrat Thinks That 
the President Has Gone About 
Many of His Reforms in the 
Wrong Way aud Caused 
Needless Alarms. 


February |} 2.—Senator 
Raynor, of Maryland, spoke at length 
in the senate today on the currency 
bill, condemning the present system of 
banking in the United. States, and in- 
cidentally declaring that the president, 
by his methods of fighting the = en- 
Croachments of predatory wealth, had 
done much to intensify the panic 
through which the country has recently 
pasaed, 

Turning to Senator Aldrich, Mr. Ray- 
nor asked how it happened that’ the 
committee had stricken from the bill 
the provision requiring the banks  lo- 
Cated outside of reserve or central re- 
Serve cities to keep a reserve equal to 
IS per cent of their deposit Habilities 
and hold at all times at least two- 
thirds of such in lawful money. 


Why It Was Omitted 


The chairman of the finance committee 
replied that it was omitted in order to 
avol@ unnecessary opposition to the bil! 
in its main features. 

“There was,’’ he added, “great opposi- 
tion to this from country banks, es- 
pecially in the south and west, and the 
committee let it go to avoid  discus- 
sion."’ ‘ 

He believed that wag a_ subject that 
Should be taken up in a separate Dill. 

“Will the chairman tell us when he 
will take up such a bill?’ interrupted 
Mr. Tillman. 

“—- will answer that quick,’’ said Mr. 
Raynor. “He will do it when a tariff 
bill is taken up.”

Faults of Currency System. 


Mr. Rayner said he realized that the 
bill will pass, and declared that the 
opponents have the consolation of know- 
ing that “it is simply and solely an 
emergency measure.” After outlining 
what he considered to be faults with 
the currency system of this govern- 
ment, he said: 

“The truth about the situation is that 
the money in this country is not equi- 
tably and fairly distributed and that it 
is concentrated at points that dominate 
the banking interests of the land that 
the people who need the money, and 
the country banks, the country towns, 
mercantile and farming intereste and 
honest business enterprises are all un- 
able to procure it when the necessity 
arises for its use, and are all sacrificed 
to gratify and appease the demands 
that are concentrated around the finan- 
cial centers of the country. We will 
never have any permanent relief until 
we strike at the root of the evil and 
reform our entire banking system from 
its foundations in the interest of the 
American people against the special in- 
terests.’’

Manufacturer Says Secretary Has 
Straddied the Labor Questicn

Chattanooga, Tenn., February i2.— 
That Secretary Taft has straddled the 
question of organized labor. and has, 
therefore, lost the nomination for presi- 
dent, is the opinion of James W. Van 


Cleave, of St. Louis, expressed in his 


invective against some of the methods 
employed by the American ‘Federation 
of Labor in his speech on “The Indus- 
trial South," before a representative 
@athering of’ Chattanooga's manufac- 
turers, 

In his address, Mr. Van Cleave told 
of the wonderful growth of the south 
since the civi] war, telling of the suc- 
cesses of the day, and of the dangers 
which were besetting manufacturers 
and which should be guarded against. 
Among the problems which he said had 
to be solved was that of labor. He 
also paid his respects to the average 
legislatures in the southern states, de- 
claring that manufacturers should pay 
closer attention to political questions. 
and see that the right kind of represen- 
tatives were gent to pass the right kine 
of laws. 

His reference to what he considered 
the probable defeat of Secretary Taft 
followed a quotation from a press dis- 
patch to the effect that Samuel Gom- 
pers intended to enter the political field 
and organize a party composed of mem- 
bers of the American Federation of 
Labor. He said he would be only too 
glad if the party was organized, as it 
would prevent such men as Taft from 
being afraid of the chimera of organ- 
ized labor. 

Among other warnings given manu- 
facturers by Mr. Van Cleave was one to 
protect their interests against the pas- 
sage of unjust laws. He said tha‘ this 
could be done by sending the best kind 
of men to the legislature. He advised 
them to pay more attention to politica) 
subjects and to elections. 

“I wag in a legisla#fve hall recently,”’ 
said Mr. Van Cleave, ‘and I saw fifty 
men whom I would not pay $40 a week 
to sell stoves for me, and yet they 
were sent to the legislature. Many of 
those who are making our laws for us 
should be working in the mill or hoeing 
corn.”’

Tariff Revision. 


February ‘2.—The attl- 
republican party on the 
tariff question and the president's re- 
cent special message to congress, in 
which he called attention to the neces- 
sity of certain legislation, were the 
themes of a lengthy speech in the house 
today Mr. Richardson, Alabama. 
He congratulated

night and said that it had in a re 
markable manner cleared up the politi- 
cal atmosphere and forcibly defined the 
position and views of both of the great 
political parties on vital political and 
economic questions, 
Tariff Reform the Issue. 


Tariff reform, said Mr. Richardson, 
the issue that would clarify the political 
atmosphere. “Let us stand for free raw 
material,’ he explained, “‘and the vic- 
tory is ours." 

He charged that on that point the re- 
publican party was weak and stood dis- 
credited with the people by its broken 
pledges. He did not hesitate to say 
that the tariff was an issue that ap- 
pealed to the people more than 
Panama canal, the railroads, 
rency, the freedom of the press, im- 
perialism, or the question of unharmed 
malefactors #0 soundly denounced by 
the president in his last message. 

The debate of the last week, he said, 
had demonstrated the “weakness and 
utter inefficiency of our boasted gold 
Standard financial system.’ He spoke 
of the multiplication of soup 
failing banks and other advices, 
reminded the republicans of their 
clamation during the panic of 1893, 
when a bank failure was reported, that 
“another bank had gone democratic.”

Special Educational Train Con- 
linves on Its Trip, 


GOV. SMITH NOT PRESENT 


| Was Detained in Atlanta by Illness, 
Crowds Visit Georgia State 
Agricultural College Train 
at Each Stop dn the 
Trip.

Over 5,000 persons of all ages, kinds 
and conditions thronged to see the spe- 
cial educational train of the Georgia 
State Agricultural college yesterday, and 
witen the special rolled into Atlanta last 
night the party on board were thorough- 
ly fagged out, but perfectly happy over 


the enthusiasm and interest displayed 
all along the route. 

It was a splendid day’s work. Hun- 
dreds of people gained valuable infore 
mation; hundreds of skeptics were cone 
verted to the fact that, Dr. Soule and 
his assistants are something more than 
theorists, and the agricultural college 
a valuable asset instead of an expen- 
sive luxury, 

The coming of the train had been 
heralded far and wide, and farmers 
from the country-side flocked from all 
directions to the stations and towns 
where it stopped. 

At Douglasville, Villa Rica and Tem. 
ple the stores and schools were closed, 
and the population turned out en 
masse. At Tallapoosa. the last stopping 
place, the crowd at the station quickly 
grew from 300 to approximately 1,000. 
At this place business was practically 
suspended during the hour or more,shat 
the train remained. 

It was impossible to accommodate the 
crowd in the cars, and Dr. Soule, Pro- 
fessor Jarnagin, Colonef Hudson, com- 
missioner of agriculture, 
speeches from the platforms and from 
wagons, 

It was no idle, curfosity-drawn crowd. 
The people were seriousminded. They 
came to learn. And ledrn many valua- 
ble things they did. 

Through the stress and storm of a 
strenuous day Dr. Soule, Mr. Compton, 
Mr. Chase, Colonel Hudson, Mr. Reade, 
Professor Jarnigan worked like Tro- 
jans. Aat times when the car was 
packed like sardines they could scarcely 
turn around, but they spoke and ex- 
plained things in a manner as unruf- 
fled as if they were talking to a hand- 
ful of people. 

Dr. Soule made a deep impression ev- 
erywhere. When night came and the 
train rolled into Atlanta he exclaimed: 

“rT had mo idea the work I had cut 
out, but I am glad of it. It demon- 
strates my theory that the people of 
the state are interested in and eager 
for education.~ I fully expect to see 
the interest keep up and increase dur- 
ing the entire trip.” 

Governor Smith Was Sick. 

Early in the morning, before the 
train left Atlanta, it was learned that 
Governor Hoke'Smith was ill and could 
not acompany the party. At Douglas- 
ville a telegram was received from 
him expressing his regret that he would 
not be on the trip. The party of the 
day before was augmented by C lonel 
T. G. Hudson, commissioner of ag- 


riculture. 

While not -as clear as might have 
been asked, the day wag a decided im- 
provement over Tuesday. Still, at sev- 
eral towns the citizens complained the 
weather had kept back many people In 
the country, who otherwise would have 
come, 

The principal speeches of the day were 
made by Dr. Soule on “The Cotton 
School.” while the address of Chancel- 
lor ‘David C. Barrow on “The Georgia 
State College of Agriculture” was read 
by Mr. Reade in the absence of Chan- 


cellor Barrow. Colonel Hudson 4de- 
livered a number of speeches at all 


the points stopped at and aroused a 
good deal of enthusiasm among the 
farmers and merchants. 

The points stopped at were Austell, 
Douglassville, Villa Rica, Temple, Bre- 
men and Tallapoosa. 

Today the train will go as far south 
as Cochran, touching at McDonough at 
8 a. m., Juliette at 12 noon, Macon at 
2 o'clock and stopping over for the 
night at Cochran. 

Second Day’s Trip. 


The crowd at the first stop, Austell, 
numbered about 250. Among the most 
{interested visitors was Mr. Irvine, of 
the firm of Irvine & Headden, who are 
the producers of Henry Grady Improved 
Seeq Corn. This corn, it will be re- 
called, was originated through a ipx 
of corn anonymously sent to The Con- 
stitution office many years ago, and 
which has since become famous. 

At Douglasville all the stores and 
schools were closed in honor of the 
coming of the train. The Douglas- 
ville academy, in charge of Professor 
W. E. Denley, turned out to Inspect 
it. Prominent among the citiens who 
spoke ‘highly of the movement were 
Hon. T. R. Whitely and O, T. Selman, 

At Villa Rica there was a gathering 
of over 500. 

At Temple, where about the same 
number were on the siding, the feature 
was the school children, in charge of 
Mrs. L. Z. Bozar, and Misses Mary Lou 
Carmichael and Inez McDaniel, two 
most attractive looking young women.

In the conference the county was rep- 
resented by Commissioners Anderson, 
Palmer and Carter, while the mayor, 
City Engineer Clayton and Councilmen 
Grant and Mangum represented the 
city. 

Reservoir Must Be Completed. 


Mayor Joyner stated that the com- 
pletion of the reservoir was necessary 
for the city’s welfare. as a break in 
the old reservoir, a fire at the river 
statioh or a break in the mains might 
cut off the city’s water supply entirely. 
It was also necessary, he said, to have 
a new reservoir so the old one could 
be drained off and cleaned out. 

The city engineer stated that he had 
secured four tentative bids from a con- 
tractor merely to get some idea as to 
the cost of the work to be done on the 
new reservoir. He had four proposi- 
tions to submit. First, a bid of $67,- 
000 when the contractor was to furnish 
everything and the work with teams;

WHY BOND CASES 
ARE DELAYED 


Solicitor Lowry Arnold Talks 
of Charges Against 
City Court. 


When asked for a statement in re- 
gard to the attack made on the city 
court by City Detective Simpson, So- 
licitor Lowry Arnold said yesterday: 
“I would be more than glad to try all 
bond cases, but I cannot keep lawyers, 
witnesses for the state and defendants, 
as well as defendants themselves, from 
getting sick and postponing cases.” 

It appears that in many instances 
witnesses and osmetimes defendants 
have left the city when cases are called, 
this, with the fact that law demands 
that a case be postponed when attor- 
neys involved are ill, has much to do 
with bond cases not coming up. It is 
true that there are.a number of such 
hearings pending in the city court. The 
reason lies in postponements and the 
fact that some of them are not reached 
during the term in which they are 
called. Carrying them over for a month 
ofttimes means that they go on the 
dead docket as that length of time al- 
lows witnesses to leave, or worse still, 
die, and in that event the case cannot 
be tried. 

It is the policy of the city court to 
hear jail cases before the bond cases, 
for the reason that prisoners are in 
jail at the expense of tha county and 
the court desires to put them at work 
as early as possible if guilty and to 
free them if innocent. Bonded persons 
are at liberty and the court deems it 
best to try them after the jail is 
cleared. 

As a rule city court is in session for 
about a week each term and the great- 
er portion of this time Is given to jail 
cases. Consequently not so many bond 
cases are disposed of as the time is 
insufficient. 

The other three weeks of the term 
is spent by Judge Calhoun on the civil 
bench of the city court, but twice a 
year, ip March and October, three 
weeks are devoted to criminal business. 

While more jail than bond cases are 
tried, it is true that the court offi- 
clals would profit if all bond cases 
were disposed of, for usually persons 
who are able to give bond can pay 
' their fines and the fees are larger than 


| where the accused have no money and 
{have to do time. 

| It is understood that all criminal 
courts have like experiences in regard 
to bond cases. 

It is inferred from Solicitor Arnold's 
explanation of the postponements that 
they are made because of conditions 
that lawfully demand them and are not 
brought about for the convenience of 
lawyers.

HOW TO PARCH COFFEE. 

Pick, and wash well 10 pounds of green 
coffee.

In- 
crease the heat and stir constantly until the 
grains are brown through and through. Then 
put tmmediately into a jar and cover closely. 
This takes at least three and a half hours, 
and nothing should claim the attention of 
the cook during this time.

LEWIS WANTS 
ANOTHER TERM 


Third District _Congressman 
Proposes to Retire If Re- 
elected This Time. 


Washington, February 1!2.—(Special.)— 

Representative E. B. Lewis, of 
third Georgia district, today gave out 
his formal announcement for reelec- 
tion. He will. make the race upon a 
platform of tariff revision and currency 
reform. At the close of another term 
Mr. Lewis proposes to retire from tie 
public service. His announcement fol- 
lows: 

“To the voters of the third congres- 
sional district: After very thoughtful 
consideration I now announce iny can- 
didacy for the sixty-first congress. In 
doing so | am prompted by the follows 
ing reasons. 1] have very great confi- 
dence that in the coming election the 
democrats will be successtul in electing 
the president, and a democratic house 
of representatives. 

“The tariff is the most important of 
any legislation that is to be consid- 
ered, and*the country is looking to the 
democratic party as the only party 
united in an honest effort to secure a 
proper revision of the present existing 
high and protective tariff. The tariff 
is and has ever been responsible for 
favoritism, and many evils in our indus- 
trial affairs. 

‘““My constituents know that I have at 
all times honestly espoused tariff revis- 
ion. Banking and currency will con- 
tinue to be a conspicuous proposition, 
requiring corrective legislation. Hav- 
ing given this much study and at the 
present being the ranking democratic 
member of that committee, am justi- 
fied: in the belief that in a democratic 
house of representatives, 1 would very 
naturally be the chairman of banking 
and currency committee. 

“IT succeeded. in. massing through the 
last house a bill permitting the national 
banks to loan money on real estate, 
and will continue to urge the position 
that the good farm lands of the south 
and west are of the very best security, 
and that the farmer should not be denied 
the privilege of obtaining money at 
lowest competitive rates of interest 
from any and every loaning institutier. 

“IT am also much concerned in secur- 
ing the passage of pending bills for 
appropriations for several public build- 
ings in the district, also a_ soldier's 
home to be lecated at Fitzgerald. 
Therefore, in the belief of coming dem- 
ocratic supremacy, I feel it a duty that 
I owe to my friend, as well as myself, 
to announce my candidacy. In making 
this announcement for the next ¢on- 
gress I desire to heartily thank the 
people of the district who have always 
been so generous and good to me and 
now take this occasion to say that 
under ne consideraition will I be a can- 
didate after the sixty-first congress. I 
will then have given fourteen of very 
best years of my life to the public ser- 
vice, and will, at the expiration of that 
time, retire and give my attention to 
my private business affairs, which have 
subordinate to my public duties.
